HE CASE OF HIERARCH SMOOT. 

Senator Burrows’s address to the 

placed the ques- 
tion of Mr. Smoot of Utah and his right 
to a seat in the,Senate upon grounds 
so clear and comprehensive that none 
can misunderstand the case and its 
merits. First, jt was conceded that 
there was no proof of Smoot’s being a 
violator of the laws of the United 
States with regard to plural marriages. 
But conceding that point, the Michigag 
Senator proceeded to show most lucid- 
ly why a person occupying the posi-. 
tion of Mr. Smoot in the Mormon hier- 
archy is thereby unfitted to hold a seat 
in the United States Senate. 
Smoot is one of the twelve apostles 
of the Mormon church. As such he 
is acquainted with the innermost 
workings of that body, of the doctrines 
and spirit and practices of the church. 
As Mr. Burrows set forth, while there 
is a general claim made by the Mor- 
mon people that since the Woodruff 
proclamation in 1890 no plural mar- 
riages have been contracted by the 
members of that peculiar church, yet 
it is not denied even by the twelve 
aposties themselves, or by the presi- 
dent of that body, that many Mor- 
mons, among the members of this 
hierarchy, are still living in flagrant 
violation of the law. President Smith 
himself within the last few months 
has paid a fine of $300 for violation 
of this law. At the time of the in- 
vestigation of the right of a Mormon, 
chosen to a seat in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to hold that seat, Prest- 
dent Smith openly confessed that he 
was living in violation of the Ed- 
munds law and of the amendments 
to it. 

Senatoft Burrows further set forth 
the fact, known to all intelligent per- 
sons dwelling in Utah and to a great 
many outside of that State, that the 
Mormon church practically dominates 
the politics of the State. Perhaps the 
Mormon church is not the only relig- 
lous body mixed up in politics in the 
United States; but there is no disput- 
ing the statement that no other relig- 
lous organization is able to contro! 
the political action of its members as 
the peculiar institution in Utah does. 
No Mormon can appear before the peo- 
ple of Utah as a candidate for any. po- 
litical office of importance without ob- 
taining the permission of the church. 
Smoot himself had to obtain the per- 
mission of the hierarchy before he 
could offer himself as a candidate for 
the United States Senate. It is pointed 
out by Senator Burrows that to obtain 
the permission of the church to stand 
for election to any office is tantamount 
to an order upon al! members of the 
church to support the candidacy of 
the person in question, This is a fact 
so well known in Salt Lake and 
through the State of Utah generally 
that few Mormons will dispute it. 

These are the bases laid down by 
Burrows for a denial to Smoot of the 
right to occupy his seat in the Senate. 
Reduced to the simplest statement, it 
simply means this: Mr. Smoot is a 
member of an organization, that of the 
twelve apostles, all of whose members 
knowingly ald and abet their associ- 
ates and other members of their 
church in violating the statute laws 
of the country, and that as a member 
of that hierarchy, or even as a mem- 
ber of the Mormon church, Smoot or 
any other Mormon cannot owe undi- 
vided allegiance and untainted loyalty 
to the country. These two counts 
constitute in the minds of the great 
mass of the American people just 
gtounds for denying Mr. Smoot the 
right to hold a seat in the United 
States Senate. 

The principle of religious liberty is 
one of the fundamental principles un- 
derlying our form of government. 
There is no principle more sacredly 
guarded by the people than this. The 
United States in all the branches of 
its government has been particularly 
lentent with President Joseph Smith 
and other Mormons known to be liv-, 
ing in violation of the laws. It has 
been recognized that there may be 
tender points of conscience affecting 
the relations of these Mormons in high | 
position with plural_wives who were 
married under the Mormon church or- 
ganization before the Edmunds law 
Was spread upon the statute books of 
the nation. These relations entered 
into with these several women under 
plural. marriage frites sanctioned, 
taught and upheld by the Mormon 
church, had continued for years. 
Children had been borne by these plu- 
ral wives to these officials of the Mor- 
ton church, and when everything Is 
said eonceivable against these plural 
marriages, yet the conditions certainly 
were exceedingly peculiar.

AHN AND THE CHINESE. 
-The speech of Congressman 
Kahn, whose district lies within San 
Francisco, made a night or two ago 
before a large gathering of business 
men in New York City, will not tend 
to clear up. but rather to confuse the 
question of Chinese and Japanese ex- 
clusion. In this address Congressman 
Kahn referred to the sentiment pre- 
vailing in California twenty years ago 
when that ignorant and dangerous 
agitator Dennis i,earney raised the 
cry, “The Chinese mist go.” The 
sentiment felt by most people of Cal- 
ifornia at that time was undoubtedly 
both inspired and intensified by the 
existing conditions. These conditions 
have radically changed. In the years 
when Kearney was turning the world 
upside down by his furious and foolish 
tirades, the business of that city and 
of California generally was exceeding- 
ly depressed. The State had but few 
industries developed to a sustaining 
point. Before the railroad had been 
completed joining the East and the 
West there were a great number of 
industries built up in San Francisco 
on a very small scale. They supplied 
the wery narrow local market. This 
could be done because of the remote- 
ness of California from the great im- 
dustrial centers of the Bast.. But with 
the completion of the railroad we were 
brought in direct touch with these 
manufacturing centers on the other 
side of the continent. They had cheap- 
er coal, cheaper labor and cheaper 
capital than could be had in Califor- 
nia. Their plants were exceedingly 
larger and the. cost of products vastly 
less than on the Coast. The result 
was, as nobody foresaw, a surprise to 
all Californians in that our small lo- 
eal industries were all, put out of 
business. These conditions took years 
to right themselves, and few com- 
munities have ever endured more try- 
ing times than San Francisco and Cal- 
ifornia generally up to the year 18890. 
The great mass of people out of em- 
ployment in San Francisco were com- 
‘bustible fuel to feed the flames of 
Kearney’s ignorant ranting. San Fran- 
cisco at that period was practically 
California. There were ng other 
cities of any prominence in the State, 
and even our agricultural industry 
had just begun to be developed.« The 
fruit industry was in its very infancy. 

There are no such conditions in any 
part of California at the present time. 
Our fruit industry vastly surpasses 
the great industry of the pioneer pe- 
riod, mining. Other branches of hus- 
bandry have grown into great promi- 
nence. The State has developed nu- 
merous and very large manufacturing 
industries of various kinds. There is 
no other place, even in the United 
States, today where there is so loud. 
a ery f@ labor, whether skilled or 
unskilled, to perform the necessary 
work of the hour, as in Califernia.

California 
is now a commonwealth of large popu- 
lation, with many cities besides San 
Francisco of considerable magnitude.

SECTION CLEANED. 

Putting Graveled Thoroughfares in 
Cendition After Heavy Rain Is 
Much More Difficult Task—Street 


Cleaning Department Needs More 
Men—New Cross-walks Projected. 


All the ward men of the street clean- 
ing department were brought in on 
the paved streets yesterday morning | 
to repair the havoc wrought by the 
Gret heavy rain of the season. All day 
the men were busy shoveling, and hun- | 
Greds of tons of mud were hauled | 
away. Seven wagonloads were taken 
from a single bicock on Main street, 
from the Temple Block to the Plaza. 
By 4-o'’clock the paved streets were 
practically free from the mud which 
had washed down upon them in thick 
streams the night before. 

Por the emergency work, the street 
cleaning force, numbering 85 men, was 


streets. The graveled streets neces- 
@arily were left to their sorry fate for 
the time, and still present an unpleas- 
ing appearance. The force of workers, 
having cleaned up the heart of the 
city, now are scattered through the 
different wards, and. have undertaken 
the formidable task of clearing the 
layer of mud from unpaved streets. 

An important matter came up before 
the Board of Public Works yesterday 
afternoon. It was a plan for relieving 
the distressing conditions at many 
crossings throughout the city. The pur- 
pose of the board, as soon as proper 

ments can be made, is to con- 
tract with private firms for the plac- 
ing of 1530 cross-walks at once. The 
advantage of such an arrangement is 
instantly apparent, when it is re- 
membered that the street department's 
bridge gang. which puts in all the 
cress-walke at the present time, con- 
sists of only four men, and hag other 
work to do. 

The average number of cross-walks 
put down by the bridge kang is two 
per day. The cost varies according to 
the width of ‘ton crossing and the 

that gravel ust be hauled. 
Tt averages a little 
under the present siow method. The 
Board of Public Works has received 
mo figures which will enable it to de- 
termine the cost under the new plan, 
but ft is believed that there will be 
‘very little, if any increase 

Director of Public Works Hanley 
expresses himself pleased with the re- 
suite obtaind by the street-cleaning 
oree . but he is not pleased 
with the condition of the graveled 
streets, and will find it difficult to im- 
prove them with the present force. 

“The graveled streets in Los Angeles 
present special difficulties,” he said. “A 
driaziing rain, like the one we have 
a had, softens the clay on the hilis 

and carries it slowly down, spreading 
it out over the streets. A harder rain 
Woes not bring down so very much | 
more, and much of it is flushed away 
through the gutters. So long as the 
hill streets remain unpaved, we need 
lots of men and lots energy to keep 
things in even tolerable condition. Tt 
made recommendations for the paving 
of the hill streets last winter, and the 
Municipal League took the matter up.

“No, there ik no provision made for 
the employment of an extra force af- 
ter a rain. We have to do the best 
we can with the men we have, and, of 
course, the first thing isto get the mud 
off the paved streets. We can do this 
pretty quickly.”

SENSATIONAL CHARGE ABOUT 
PASADENA’'S PLANT. 


of Company Alleges 
City Ile Paying Thousands Too Much 
for Machinery and That Somebody 
Is Making Handsome Profit—May- 
or’s Story Yet to Be Heard. 


PASADENA, Dec. 13.—Something of 
@ sensation was sprung yesterday af- 
ternoon when General Manager A. L. 
Selig of the Ediison Electric Company 
issued an open letter to the local pa- 
pers stating that the taxpayers of 
Pasadena had been overcharged to the 
amount of $8000 on the purchase of 
the machinery fer the muncipal light- 
ing plant. Mr. Selig stated that the 
city has contracted to pay $36,000 for 
machinery which could be had for 
$28,000, at which figure the _seflers| 
would realize a handsome profit on the 
investment. 

The charge is likely to set some 
people to thinking, as the municipal 
Plant is not altogether to the liking 
ef all of the taxpayers, and if the 
@eharges of extravagance in installing 
the plant can be proven, it augurs il 
for the subsequent management of the 
institution. Mayor Waterhouse is 
known to be very antagonistic in his 
attitude toward the Edison Company 
and has charged its meg with. un- 
warranted interference th the af- 
fairs of the city. What answer he 


will make to the charges of Manager 


Selig is not known. 

An effort was made to see Mayor. 
Waterhouse last night by a Times re- 
porter, but he could not be located, 
so his side of the story could not be 
secured. Undoubtedly some cognizance 
will be taken of the matter, however, 
and the administration’ a. side of the 
digpute made public. 

The Mayor’s antipathy, toward the 
Edison people has ied him to make 
charges of unfairness and extortion- 
ate c against the management 
and there is but little friendship lost 
between him and the company. He 
was highly incenseti af the action of 
the company in attemptirfr to discredit 
last April and 
made no secret of his feelings in the 


- Matter. The municipal lighting plant 


has been his pet project and any op- 
tion to it he seems inclined to 
upon as a personal slight.

When the Council Voted to fix the 
tax levy at $1 in order to _ provide 
money for the installation of the 
plant, the statement was made, that 
the, money thus secured would more 
pay for the plant and for the 
essary system to distribute the 
paaine to the street lights. The ques- 
tion of a commercial distributing sys- 
tem was not considered; as it was 
thought that this could later be in- 
Stalled out of the bond money. 

The announcement that all of the 
tax money has been used and that 
there are still other expenses to be 
met, lends color to the belief that 
there has been an etror in figuring 
somewhere. 

When the question of a municipal 
Plant was first broached and a bond 
issue of $125,000 was spoken of, C. D. 
Sargent. then president of the Pasa- 
dema Merchants’ Association, visited 
Riverside and made investigations con- 
cerning other municipal plants. He 
gave it as his. opinion that the sum 
Suggested would prove wholly inade- 
quate. This was denied by the mem- 
bers of the administration, who stated 
that the sum specified would more than 
do the work. 

The fact that the figures of the con- 
sulting engineer have been found un- 
reliable. in the first instance has set 
some people to wondering whether or 
mot they can be depended upon at all 
and whether the plant is not likely to 
prove an expensive luxury from start 
to finish.

$200,000 gross. The output is not quite 
as heavy as it was last year. Leading

The Fullerton Walnut Growers’ As- 
sociation handled its own output last 
year, sending out forty-three cariqads, 
which sold for $100,000.

OYS CONFESS 


MANY CRIMES. 


GANG OF YOUTHFUL BURGLARS 
TELL OF ROBBERIES. 


Were Well Organized and Worked 
in Squads, but wow Leaders Are in 
Jail—County Places Liens on Or- 
ange Groves—Interest in San Ber- 
doo Mires.

The remarkable part of the affair is 
that all these boys come of respect- 
able parents, who are at a loss to un- 
derstand how the children became in- 
fected with the burgiar craze. It 1s 
known that the boys used every ar- 
tifice to cover up their shortcomings. 
even arranging the operations of the 
gang so that in no one week did the 
same members work together. 

They were divided into three squads 
and every other week the boys would 
have different companions. Inthis way 
they managed to prevent suspicion 
arising, until the McHale boys were 
detecied in their criminal work on 
the Harmon ranch, and even then 80 
well was the thieving organization 
kept in the background that not until 
one of the squads was directly tmpli- 
cated in the bakery robbery did the 
officers come into possession of the in- 
formation that has now resulted in 
breaking up the gang. and landing 
the leader, Johnnie McHale, in jail.
